ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The  Public  Schools  of  Charlotte  are  organized  upon  the 
usual  plan  of  a  course  of  study  extending  over  a  period  of 
twelve  years.  Each  year  is  called  a  grade.  The  grades  are 
known  as  first,  second,  third,  etc.,  corresponding  to  the  year 
of  the  pupil’s  school  life.  The  twelve  grades  are  arranged 
in  three  groups  of  four  grades  each.  The  first  four  consti¬ 
tute  the  Primary  Department;  the  second  four,  the  Grammar 
Department;  and  the  third  four,  the  High  School  Depart¬ 
ment. 

The  work  which  is  carried  on  in  each  department  is  out¬ 
lined  in  the  appended  courses  of  study.  It  is  as  extended, 
systematic  and  thorough  as  is  possible  in  a  public  school. 

Particular  attention  is  given  to  the  study  of  English  in 
all  departments  with  direct  reference  to  its  practical  applica¬ 
tion  in  speaking  and  writing. 

Examinations,  chiefly  written,  are  held  in  the  Grammar 
and  High  School  Departments  at  the  close  of  each  month  of 
advance  work.  In  the  Primary  Department  such  examina¬ 
tions  are  held  only  at  the  middle  and  close  of  each  year’s 
work. 

In  the  Grammar  and  High  School  Departments 
pupils  whose  standing  in  any  study  reaches 
90  per  cent,  for  the  month  are  excused  from  the  examina¬ 
tion  in  such  study  for  that  month;  but  all  students  are  re¬ 
quired  to  take  the  final  examination  on  completing  a  study. 
In  making  up  a  pupil’s  standing  in  scholarship  both  written 
examination  marks  and  class  recitation  ratings  are  had  in 
mind. 
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Pupils  are  promoted  from  one  grade  to  another  on  the 
basis  of  these  general  or  final  averages.  In  ; grades  below 
the  High  School,  the  standard  of  promotion  is  as  follows: 
Primary  Department,  an  average  of  65  j}er  cent.;  Grammar 
Department,  75  per  cent. 

On  the  satisfactory  completion  of  a  year’s  work  as  pre¬ 
scribed  in  the  course  of  study,  pupils  are  given  certificates  of 
promotion  entitling  them  to  enrollment  in  the  next  grade 
above.  Individual  pupils  are,  however,  placed  in  higher  or 
lower  grades  at  any  time  when  it  becomes’evident  that  their 
scholarship  will  be  subserved  by  the  change. 

All  assignment  of  studies,  except  those  in  regular  grade 
promotion,  will  be  made  by  the  Superintendent. 

Pupils  whose  parents  are  permanent  residents  of  the  city 
pay  nothing  for  tuition. 

Non-resident  students  in  Primary  and  Grammar  Depart 
ments  are  required  to  pay  35  cents  per  week  tuition. 

The  payment  for  each  half  term  must  be  made  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  within  ten  days  after  the  beginning 
of  the  half  term. 
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COURSE  OK  STUDY. 


PRIMARY  DEPARTMENT. 


FIRST  GRADE. 

Reading. — Teach  beginners  by  the  word  method  from 
the  blackboard.  Continue  to  teach  new  words  as  wholes  and 
then  combine  them  in  sentences  until  the  child  has  learned 
the  art  of  “taking  in”  a  short  sentence  at  a  glance,  and  then 
reading  it  with  ease  and  naturalness.  While  the  pupil  is 
learning  written  words  as  above  begin  to  familiarize  him 
with  the  phonic  elements  to  be  derived  from  the  spoken 
words.  Script  used  exclusively  for  the  first  20  weeks.  Keep 
a  list  of  all  words  taught  upon  the  board.  Add  new  words 
to  the  list  as  fast  as  they  are  developed.  In  forming  words 
into  sentences  vary  the  arrangement  in  every  possible  way. 

At  least  100  words  should  be  learned  in  first  twenty 
weeks.  In  developing  new  words  if  the  concept  be  not  clear 
place  before  the  pupil  the  object  or  picture  which  the  word 
represents.  Sound  the  articles  a  and  an  a  sunaccented  parts 
of  the  words  with  which  they  are  connected.  Relation 
words  should  be  taught  only  in  phrases  and  sentences.  Teach 
no  word  until  the  idea  which  it  represents  is  understood. 
Pupils  should  not  be  permitted  to  read  a  sentence  aloud  until 
they  are  able  to  picture  or  appreciate  the  thought  which  it 
expresses. 

The  first  words  should  be  the  names  of  familiar  things, 
objects  of  daily  life  in  which  the  children  are  interested* 
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Teach  each  written  word  by  first  presenting  its  object  or 
picture.  Require  pupils  to  read  with  naturalness  and  proper 
expression  from  the  beginning.  Insist  on  distinct  articulation. 
Ask  questions  to  lead  beginners  to  emphasize  correctly. 

Do  not  lay  much  stress  upon  spelling  at  first.  Have  the 
pupils  write  the  words  of  the  development  lesson  upon  ruled 
slates.  As  soon  as  possible  have  pupils  copy  brief  sentences. 
Teach  proper  position  of  body,  position  of  hand  and  method 
of  holding  the  pencil. 

The  teacher’s  work  upon  the  blackboard  should  be  care- 
f ully  and  plainly  written  in  a  large  hand. 

Language.- — Begin  with  short,  familiar  talks.  “The 
teacher  of  Grade  i  should  be  able  to  talk  easily  and  to  draw.” 
Induce  the  chihlren  to  talk.  Make  all  talking  tell,  however. 
Select  such  topics  for  conversation  as  will  interest  the  pupils. 
Their  playthings,  objects  in  the  schoolroom,  pictures,  plants, 
animals,  drawings  upon  blackboard,  will  furnish  appropriate 
topics.  Require  all  answers  by  the  pupils  to  be  given  in  full 
statements.  Correct  all  errors  of  speech.  Have 
stories  suggested  by  pictures  or  read  from 
books,  reproduced  orally  by  the  pupils.  Teach 
each  pupil  to  write  his  own  name,  name  of  his  school,  city  in 
which  he  lives,  names  and  uses  of  articles  in  the  schoolroom 
and  names  of  things  seen  on  the  way  to  school. 

Make  every  lesson  hi  school  a  lesson  in  language. 

Use  Bright’s  Graded  Instruction  in  English  as  directed. 

Number. — First  half  year:  Numbers  from  one  to  five 

inclusive.  Addition,  subtraction,  multiplication  and  division 
within  the  above  limits.  All  the  operations  possible  within 
the  range  of  each  number  before  proceeding  to  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  next  higher  number. 

Always  accompany  the  work  with  objective  illustration 
and  practice.  Meaning  and  names  of  the  digits.  Count 
with  objects,  read  and  write  numbers  to  20. 

Second  half  year:  Numbers  from  one  to  ten  inclusive. 

Follow  directions  given  for  first  half  year’s  work. 

Count  with  objects,  read  and  write  numbers  to  50.

General  directions. — Ascertain  the  child’s  knowledge  of 

O 

number  before  attempting  any  teaching  of  number.  Do  this 
by  skillful  examination  after  the  child  feels  at  home  in  the 
schoolroom.  Be  not  deceived  by  a  child’s  ability  to  count  up 
to  a  number,  as  this  does  not  constitute  knowledge  of  the 
number.  A  great  variety  of  objects  is  necessary  for  the  suc¬ 
cessful  teaching  of  number.  Require  pupils  to  deal  with 
things.  Every  process  and  each  example  should  be  illustrat¬ 
ed  by  means  of  objects. 

Teach  pupils  to  recognize  groups  of  objects  at  sight 
without  counting  them.  Do  not  allow  counting  by  ones. 
When  pupils  know  the  combinations  teach  them  how  to  ex¬ 
press  with  figures  and  signs  the  operations  already  performed. 
Mark  the  distinction  between  numbers  and  their  signs  (fig¬ 
ures).  Next  give  drill  upon  number  and  its  combinations 
without  objects. 

As  soon  as  pupils  can  indicate  the  various  operations  by 
figures  and  signs,  give  examples  for  them  to  complete  like 
the  following:  4— |—  3  =  ? ;  ?  — {—  5 1=  9 ;  6—2=?;  etc. 

When  numbers  are  written  in  the  following  form  for  ad¬ 
dition,  subtraction  and  multiplication,  place  a  sign  before  the 
lower  number  to  indicate  the  operation:  4,  7,  3. 

+  6,  —  3>  X  2. 

Careful  attention  to  the  proper  formation  of  the  figures- 
Slate  work  to  be  neat  and  in  good  form.  The  teacher’s 
blackboard  work  should  be  carefully  done. 

Teach  the  signs  of  addition,  subtraction  and  equality. 
Pupils  should  be  taught  to  recognize  the  sum  of  any  two 
digits  not  exceeding  ten  at  sight. 

Teach  the  fractions  14 ,  y 3. 

*  The  teacher  may  use  as  an  aid  Wentworth  &  Reed’s 
First  Steps  in  Number,  but  should  free  herself  from  the  use 
of  the  text  book  as  far  as  possible. 

Drawing. — Lessons  from  geometric  solids  and  objects, 
drawing  imitatively  lines  seen  in  solids  and  objects  as  shown 
in  Primary  Manual,  pp  30-38.  Lines,  vertical,  horizontal, 
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oblique,  parallel,  straight,  curves,  light  and  heavy,  square,  cir¬ 
cle. 

Division  of  lines.  Right,  acute,  obtuse  angles.  Right- 
angled  triangle.  Clay  moulding.  Use  Primary  Manual  as 
directed. 

Music. — Scale  and  interval  drill  from  the  hand.  Scale 
names,  pitch  names  and  syllables.  Blackboard  exercises  for 
sight  reading.  Rote  songs  for  recreation.  Cultivate  purity 
of  tone. 

Ge?icrcil  lessons. — See  Prince’s  Courses  and  Methods. 

Morals  and  manners. — Teach  courteous  language  and 
behavior,  cleanliness  of  person  and  dress,  kindness  to  persons 
and  animals.  Have  pupils  commit  and  recite  choice  senti¬ 
ments. 

SECOND  GRADE. 

Reading. — First  half  year:  First  Readers  finished. 

Supplementary  Readers.  Second  half  year:  Second  Read¬ 
ers. — All  new  words  should  be  placed  upon  the  board  and 
fully  developed  as  to  pronunciation,  meaning  and  use  in  sen¬ 
tences  before  attempting  to  use  them  in  reading.  Permit  no 
hesitation  in  calling  words.  No  lesson  should  be  passed  un¬ 
til  pupils  have  mastered  the  thought,  which  it  contains.  Re¬ 
member  that  intelligent  reading  means  more  than  the  mere 
utterance  of  words.  “The  object  of  all  oral  reading  is  the 
correct  interpretation  of  thought  from  the  printed  or  written 
expression.”  Give  plenty  of  time  for  the  idea  to  be  grasped 
before  calling  for  its  oral  expression.  When  a  pupil  hesitates 
require  him  to  read  the  sentence  silently  before  reading  it 
aloud.  After  a  lesson  has  been  read  question  the  pupils  as  to 
the  subject  matter  of  the  lesson,  as  to  the  persons,  places,  or 
objects  named  in  the  lesson,  etc.,  the  pupils,  of  course,  being 
permitted  to  express  themselves  in  their  own  words.  Teach 
the  diacritical  marks. 

Spelling.— Select  words  from  the  reading  lesson.  The 
words  selected  should  be  written  upon  the  blackboard  and 
pronounced  by  the  teacher  and  then  pronaunced  and  spelled 
in  concert  by  the  class.  The  words  should  then  be  copied  on 
slates  by  the  pupils  and  afterward  written  from  dictation* 
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Give  occasional  oral  drills  in  spelling.  Have  pupils  form  sen¬ 
tences  using  the  words  of  the  spelling  lesson.  Keep  lists  of 
mispelled  words  upon  the  blackboard  for  frequent  review. 

Writing. — Writing  on  ruled  slates.  Short  and  simple 
dictation  exercises.  Copying  sentences  from  reading  lesson, 
pupils  inserting  capitals  and  punctuation  marks. 

Give  attention  to  spacing,  slant  and  general  improve¬ 
ment. 

Language. — Continue  work  of  previous  grade.  Make 
sentences  containing  one  or  more  words  of  the  grade,  first 
orally  and  then  in  writing.  Express  in  complete  sentences 
facts  observed  and  describe  actions  performed.  Introduce  ob¬ 
jects  and  pictures  and  lead  the  pupils  to  talk  about  them. 
Ask  questions,  excite  the  pupil’s  interest  and  make  him  fa¬ 
miliar  with  the  facts  to  be  expressed.  Read  or  tell  short, 
simple  stories  and  require  the  pupil  to  reproduce  them  orally 
and  in  writing.  Dictation  exercises.  Place  upoq  the  board 
the  sentences  to  be  dictated  and  familiarize  the  pup$  with 
their  correct  forms  before  requiring  him  to  write  them.  Have 
selections  copied  and  committed  to  memory.  Written  an¬ 
swers  to  questions  on  the  reading  lesson  may  be  required. 
All  written  work  should  be  carefully  examined  by  the  teach¬ 
er.  Use  Bright’s  Graded  Instruction  in  English  as  directed. 

Number. — First  half  year:  Numbers  from  one  to  fif¬ 
teen  inclusive.  Addition,  subtraction,  multiplication  and  di¬ 
vision  within  the  above  limits.  All  the  operations  possible 
within  the  range  of  each  number  before  proceeding  to  the 
consideration  of  the  next  higher  number. 

All  work  to  be  first  illustrated  with  objects.  Count, 
read  and  write  numbers  to  ioo. 

Roman  numerals  to  XV. 

Applied  number.  United  States  money  continued. 

Pint,  quart,  gallon;  pint,  quart,  peck;  inch,  foot,  yard. 
Use  actual  measures.

Numbers  above  ten  as  made  up  of  groups  of  ten  with 
two  ones,  three  ones,  four  ones,  etc.  Addition  tables  should 
be  thoroughly  memorized.  There  are  only  forty-five  possi¬ 
ble  combinations  of  two  figures  each  which  can  be  made 
with  the  nine  digits.  These  combinations  should  be  so  thor¬ 
oughly  learned  that  the  sum  of  any  two  numbers  will  be  re¬ 
cognized  at  sight.  Keep  these  pairs  of  digits  as  far  as  used 
upon  the  board  at  all  times  and  review  them  often.  Seeure 
first  accuracy,  then  rapidity.  A  pupil  should  recite  all  the 
combinations  in  one  minute.  Give  drill  on  exercises  like  the 
following:  What  two  numbers  make  fifteen?  What  num- 
her  added  to  7  makes  16?  Encourage  pupils  to  make  orig¬ 
inal  problems.  Give  further  exercises  like  the  following:

—  ?  inches.

Drawing . —  Subjects  to  be  taken  up  during  second  year 
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Review  of  first  year’s  work. 

Triangles— equilateral,  isosceles,  right-angled. 

Square,  circle,  oval,  ellipse,  oblong,  round  curves. 

Design.— Form  lessons  from  the  following  solids: 
Ovoid,  equilateral  triangle,  prism,  ellipsoid,  square,  pyramid, 
cone,  vase  form.

Reading. — First  half  year:  Finish  Second  Reader 

Third  Reader  to  page - -.  Second  half  year:  Finish 

Third  Reader.  Supplementary  reading.  See  instructions 
for  second  grade.  New  words  to  be  developed  by  the  teach¬ 
er  and  used  by  pupils  in  original  sentences.  Continue  the 
drill  upon  phonetics  and  diacritical  marks.  Require  pupils  to 
read  in  natural  tones,  such  as  they  are  accustomed  to  use  in 
conversation,  with  proper  expression  and  distinct  articulation, 
with  correct  emphasis  and  inflection.  See  that  the  pupil 
grasps  the  thought  to  be  expressed.  Call  upon  pupils  to  tell 
the  story  of  the  lesson  in  order  to  ascertain  their  understand¬ 
ing  of  what  has  been  read. 

Commit  to  memory  selections  containing  gems  of 
thought. 

Spelling. — Select  words  from  the  reading  lessons  and 
misspelled  words  in  language  work.  Make  up  lists  of  words 
suitable  for  the  grade.  Give  drill  in  phonic  spelling.  Re¬ 
quire  pupils  to  use  new  words  in  original  sentences. 
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Writing. — First  half  year;  Spencerian  Copy  Book 
No.  i  (small).  Second  half  year:  Spencerian  Copy  Book 
No.  2  (small). 

Use  ruled  practice  paper  with  pen  and  ink.  Copying 
from  blackboard  and  from  dictation;  writing  selections  from 
reading  lessons.  Encourage  pupils  in  writing  and  copying 
to  be  as  neat  and  careful  as  possible.  Insist  upon  correct  ■po¬ 
sition  of  hand  and  body. 

Language. — The  work  of  this  grade  should  include  the 
essential  points  of  work  of  preceding  grade.  At  first  the 
statements  made  by  the  pupils  will  be  necessarily  somewhat 
disconnected.  Teach  them  to  bring  associated  or  related 
statements  together,  joining  them  into  one.  Oral  and  then 
written  reproductions  of  stories  read  silently  by  pupil  and  read 
or  told  by  teacher.  Br-ief  stories  of  personal  experience. 

Write  up  the  facts  learned  in  other  lessons.  Children 
are  always  interested  in  pictures  and  hence  they  afford  good 
subjects  for  language  lessons.  Require  pupils  to  wTrite  de¬ 
scriptions  of  pictures  and  stories  based  upon  them.  Descrip¬ 
tions  of  known  objects,  as  trees,  animals,  plants,  etc.  Some¬ 
thing  of  letter  writing.  Use  of  capitals  in  proper  names  and 
punctuation  as  found  in  reading  lessons. 

Continue  dictation  exercises.  Use  Bright’s  Graded  In¬ 
struction  in  English  as  directed. 

Number . — First  half  year:  Numbers  from  one  to  fifty 
inclusive,  in  accordance  with  directions  for  preceding  grades. 
Read  and  write  numbers  to  10,000.  Roman  numerals  to  L. 
Review  applied  numbers,  putting  them  in  form  of  tables. 
Reduction  of  applied  numbers.  Continue  use  of  actual 
measures.  Exercises  in  addition  and  subtraction  in  which  the 
sums  and  minuends  do  not  exceed  four  places.  Subtraction 
with  figures  in  the  minuend  smaller  than  corresponding  fig¬ 
ures  in  the  subtrahend.

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THIGH  SCHOOL. 


The  Charlotte  High  School  is  organized  in  five  courses 
of  study,  vis.:  Classical,  Latin,  Scientific,  English  and  Com¬ 
mercial,  each  of  four  years,  except  the  Commercial,  which 
consists  of  but  two  years. 

In  the  revision  of  the  courses  of  study,  special  effort  has 
been  made  to  arrange  them  so  as  to  meet  the  wants  of  all 
classes  of  students — those  who  finish  their  school  days  with 
the  High  School,  as  well  as  those  who  wish  to  prepare  for 
college. 

Four  of  the  courses  named  above  have  been  arranged 
upon  the  basis  prescribed  by  the  State  university  and  are 
preparatory  to  the  corresponding  courses  in  that  institution. 
A  Commercial  course  has  been  added  for  the  benefit  of  those 
students  who  wish  to  prepare  themselves  for  efficient  service 
in  business  houses. 

It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  while  the  High  School 
does  enable  those  students  who  wish  to  prepare  for  college 
to  do  so  without  going  abroad  for  their  preparation,  it  is  in 
no  sense  a  mere  preparatory  school,  for  all  the  facilities  for  a 
practical  education  are  provided.  All  the  studies  are  taught, 
that  would  be  taught,  if  the  courses  were  not  preparatory, 
and  students  who  are  not  candidates  for  graduation  are  allow¬ 
ed  to  select  studies  from  any  of  the  courses,  provided  they 
first  show  by  examination,  or  otherwise,  that  they  are  qualified 
to  pursue  the  selected  branches  with  profit. 

Students  are  advised,  however,  on  entering  the  High 
School  to  enter  some  regular  course  and  adhere  to  it  through¬ 
out. 

A  copy  of  the  courses  of  study  will  be  sent  to  patrons 
on  application,  and  parents  of  those  about  to  enter  the  High 
School,  are  requested  to  choose  the  course  of  study  they  desire 
their  children  to  pursue  and  indicate  their  choice  to  the  Sup¬ 
erintendent  or  Principal.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  school  authori¬ 
ties  to  leave  this  choice  as  completely  as  may  be  to  the  parents 
themselves. 
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Promotion  certificates  from  the  Eighth  Grade  are  evi- 
dence  of  preparation  for  the  High  School.  Other  candidates, 
for  admission,  should  come  prepared  to  sustain  a  through 
examination  in  Practical  Arithmetic,  Spelling,  Geography, 
English  Grammar  and  U.  S.  History. 

Entrance  examinations  are  not  severe,  being  designed 
merely  as  aids  in  classifying.  Certificates  from  other  scnools 
of  equal  standing  are  accepted  for  admission  and  classification, 
and  to  a  certain  extent  for  standing  in  studies. 

Studies  of  the  same  rank  and  character  as  those  in  the 
courses  may  be  substituted  for  them,  but  no  substitutions  are 
allowed  for  those  branches  required  for  admission  to  the 
•University. 

Students  who  are  not  fully  prepared  to  enter  the  High 
School  will  find  excellent  advantages  in  the  Grammer  School. 


Candidates  for  admission  in  the  fall,  should,  if  possible, 
present  themselves  for  examination  on  the  days  appointed. 
This  will  greatly  facilitate  the  organization  of  the  department. 
Pupils  are  received,  however,  at  any  time  and  placed  in 
classes  suited  to  their  attainments. 

Non-residents  are  admitted  into  the  school  upon  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  following  rates  of  tuition :

GENERAL  ENGLISH. 

This  work  consists  largely  of  the  critical  study  of 
English  classics.  Lockwood’s  “Lessons  in  English,”  is  plac¬ 
ed  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils  and  is  used  in  connection  with 
the  study  of  the  selections  throughout  the  ninth  and  first 
half  of  the  tenth  grades. 

The  aim  of  of  this  work  is  to  inculcate  the  habit  of 
critical  reading,  to  secure  thorough  acquaintance  with  the 
selections  studied,  to  develop  the  power  of  thought  and  ex¬ 
pression,  and  to  enforce  the  essential  principles  of  com¬ 
position  and  rhetoric  by  means  of  illustration  and  practical 
applications. 

Practice  in  written  work  is  constant.  The  selection  in 
hand  is  separated  into  its  natural  divisions,  and  the  study  of 
these  parts,  and  also  the  study  of  the  characters,  form  themes  for 
composition  work.  In  addition  to  this  written  work  one  essay 
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on  an  assigned  theme  is  required  each  term.  This  work  is 
required  of  all  pupils  in  all  grades.

PART  l.-MISCELLANEOUS. 

SCHOOL  YEAR. 

Sec.  i.  The  school  year  shall  consist  of  forty  weeks  of 
school,' commencing  with  the  first  Monday  in  September,  un¬ 
less  the  Board  shall  direct  otherwise.  Five  days  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  a  week  and  four  weeks  a  month  of  school  time.  There 
shall  be  a  vacation  not  exceeding  two  weeks  at  the  holidays 
and  a  vacation  of  one  week  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term. 

SCHOOL  SESSIONS. 

Sec.  2.  The  sessions  of  all  the  schools  shall  commence 
at  9  a.  m.  and  1:15  p.  m.  In  the  High  school  and  Grammar 
school  the  session  shall  continue  2  3^  hours  in  the  forenoon  and 
2^  hours  in  the  afternoon.  In  the  second  Primary  the  first 
session  shall  continue  2  ^  hours  and  the  second  21/3  hours.  In 
the  first  Primary  each  session  shall  continue  2^  hours. 

Sec.  3.  The  bell  shall  begin  to  ring  15  minutes  before 
the  time  for  school  morning  and  afternoon.  It  shall  ring  7 
minutes,  rest  3  minutes  and  toll  5  minutes. 

CLASSIFICATIONS. 

Sec.  4.  The  public  schools  of  the  city  shall  be  classified 
as  follows:  The  first  four  years  shall  constitute  the  Primary 
Grades.  The  second  four  years  shall  constitute  the  Grammar 
Grades.  The  last  four  years  shall  constitute  the  High  School. 

PROMOTION. 

Sec.  5.  Regular  promotions  from  one  grade  to  another 
shall  take  place  at  the  close  of  each  year,  to  any  grade  to 
which  their  age,  health  and  abilities  entitle  them,  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Superintendent,  and  all  pupils  thus  promoted 
shall  reeeive  from  the  Superintendent  an  entrance  card  to  the 
higher  grade. 

Sec.  6.  Pupils  who  complete  either  course  of  study  in 
the  High  school  and  are  of  good  moral  character  shall  be  en- 
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titled  to  a  diploma  signed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
the  Principal  of  the  High  school  and  Officers  of  the  Board. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Sec.  7.  Residents : — -  All  persons  who  are  residents  of 
the  city,  and  who  are  over  five  years  of  age,  not  afflicted  with 
any  contagious  disease,  may  attend  the  public  schools  of  the 
city. 

Sec.  S.  Non-residents: — Persons  not  residents  of  the  city 
or  who  may  have  a  temporary  residence  within  the  limits  of 
the  city  for  the  purpose  of  attending  school,  may  be  admitted 
into  the  schools  upon  the  payment  of  the  following  rates  of 
tuition. 

High  School  with  Languages  50  cts.  per  week. 

High  School  without  Languages  40  cts.  per  week. 

Grammar  and  Primary  Grades  35  cts.  per  week. 

All  tuition  shall  commence  at  the  beginning  and  middle 
of  the  term  and  must  be  paid  in  advance  for  no  less  than  one- 

half  term.  No  deduction  will  be  made  for  absence  except  in 
case  of  protracted  sickness. 

teachers’  class. 

Sec.  9.  At  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendentand  Of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Board,  a  Teachers’  Class  may  be  organized  at  the 
beginning  of  each  school  year  and  continue  for  ten  weeks. 
The  course  of  Study  for  the  same  shall  be  arranged  by  the 
Superintendent.  Tuition  for  the  term  for  non-residents  shall 
be  $3.50. 


PART  IL-DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  shall  act 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  whose  executive 
officer  he  shall  be,  as  far  as  pertains  to  the  details  of  school 
management  and  discipline,  and  the  general  care  of  schools, 
school-houses,  books  and  apparatus. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  execution  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  School  Board,  for  the  or¬ 
ganization  and  government  of  the  schools,  and  shall  teach  such 
portion  of  the  time  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  report  to  the  Board  any  want  of  ability 
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or  neglect  of  duty  which,  in  his  opinion,  disqualifies  any  teach¬ 
er  for  his  or  her  position. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  temporary  illness  or  absence  of  any 
teacher,  he  shall,  upon  notification  thereof,  procure  a  proper 
substitute,  and  no  teacher  shall  employ  a  substitute  without 
his  approval  be  first  obtained. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  attend  to  all  violations  of  the  rules  of 
the  schools  and  in  case  of  extreme  difficultv  shall  refer  the 
matter  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  6.  He  shall  superintend  the  examination  of  classes 
for  promotion  from  one  grade  or  class  to  another  and  shall  at 
other  times,  as  often  as  practicable,  visit  the  schools  and  hold 
such  examinations  as  he  may  think  proper  to  ascertain  the 
proficiency  of  the  pupils  and  the  success  of  the  teachers. 

Sec.  7.  He  shall  direct  the  teachers  in  the  classification 
of  their  pupils,  modes  of  instructions,  administration  of  dis¬ 
cipline  and  the  introduction  of  such  exercises  as  are  necessary 
for  the  prosperity  of  their  schools. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall  appoint  stated  meetings  for  all  teachers, 
for  the  purpose  of  consultation  in  regard  to  the  wants  of  the 
schools,  the  best  methods  of  imparting  instruction,  and  of  se¬ 
curing  wholesome  discipline. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  Board, 
compiled  from  the  monthly  reports  of  the  teachers,  stating  the 
number  of  pupils  in  the  different  public  schools  of  the  city,  the 
average  daily  attendance,  the  number  of  non-resident  pupils, 
and  such  other  items  of  information  as  the  Board  of  Trustees 
may  require.  He  shall  also  prepare  an  annual  report  for  pub¬ 
lication,  which  shall  embrace  a  summary  of  the  monthly  re¬ 
ports  and  such  other  information  as  shall  be  of  interest  to  the 
patrons  of  the  school  and  the  community  at  large. 

Sec.  10.  He' shall  report  promptly  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  Board  a  complete  list  of  all  pupils  who  are  in  arrears  in 
tuition,  arid  shall  receive  all  certificates  for  tuition  from  pupils 
and  return  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  term. 

Sec.  1 1.  He  shall  keep  regular  office  hours,  at  his  office 
in  the  High  School  building,  for  the  purpose  of  consulting 
with  pupils,  teachers  and  parents. 
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Sec.  12.  He  shall  have  control  of  the  janitors  and  see 
that  they  perform  such  duties  as  the  Board  may  require. 

Sec.  13.  He  shall  preserve  at  his  office  a  complete  list  of 
books  in  the  school  library  and  of  all  apparatus,  clocks,  ther¬ 
mometers,  chairs,  bells,  mats,  keys,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  sev¬ 
eral  schools,  and  shall  require  a  full  and  satisfactory  account 
from  each  teacher  at  the  close  of  each  year,  of  all  the  various 
apparatus,  books,  etc.,  belonging  to  his  or  her  department,  and 
he  shall  not  permit  the  use  of  any  school  building,  furniture, 
or  apparatus  for  other  than  educational  purposes  appertaining 
to  the  schools  without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  14.  He  shall  have  power  to  suspend  a  pupil,  at  any 
time,  whose  example  or  conduct  is  such  as  to  render  such  pupil 
an  unfit  member  of  school;  or  who  shall  refuse,  or  persistently 
neglect  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board;  but  in 
all  such  cases  the  pupil  shall  have  received  due  admonition, 
and  the  parent  or  guardian  due  warning.  No  pupil  shall  be 
expelled  without  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  15.  He  shall  have  power  to  restore  a  suspended  pu¬ 
pil  to  his  place  in  school,  only  after  he  has  received  satisfactory 
assurance  from  parent  or  guardian,  in  person  or  writing,  that 
such  pupil  will  not  again  commit  the  offense  complained  of. 


PART  1 1 1.--DUTI  ES  OF  TEACHERS. 

Sec.  1.  All  teachers  are  required  to  make  themselves 
familiar  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  especially  as  far  as  relates  to  their  own  duties, 
and  to  the  instruction  and  discipline  of  their  own  schools,  and 
shall  he  held  responsible  for  their  observance. 

Sec.  2.  All  teachers  are  required  to  devote  themselves 
faithfully,  and  during  school  hours  exclusively,  to  the  duties  of 
their  office;  to  labor  for  the  advancement  of  their  pupils  in 
study,  and  for  their  moral,  social  and  physical  well-being. 

Sec.  3.  All  teachers  shall  take  care  that  their  respective 
rooms,  as  well  as  the  furniture,  apparatus,  maps  and  other 
school  property  belonging  to  their  room,  be  not  defaced  or 
injured;  and  upon  discovery  of  any  injury  shall  report  the 
same  to  the  Superintendent.  They  shall,  subject  to  the  regu- 
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lations  of  the  Superintendent,  assist  in  procuring  order  in  the 
halls  of  their  respective  buildings. 

Sec.  4.  Teachers  are  required  to  open  and  remain  in 
their  respective  rooms  thirty  minutes  before  the  time  for  open¬ 
ing*  school  in  the  morning  and  fifteen  minutes  in  the  afternoon. 
They  shall  not  permit  an)-'  disorder  or  unnecessary  noise  in 
their  rooms,  no  whispering  or  conversation  in  the  halls  at  any 
time  and  shall  see  that  their  rooms  are  vacated  and  locked 
when  they  leave  them  both  at  noon  and  at  night. 

Sec.  5.  Teachers  in  their  respective  schools  shall  keep 
such  records  in  respect  to  attendance,  recitations  and  other 
things  as  are  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall 
make,  monthly  returns  to  the  Superintendent  according,  to 
blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose.  Failure  to  render  such 
monthly  report,  when  due,  shall  be  regarded  as  sufficient  rea¬ 
son  for  withholding  the  monthly  payment  of  wages  one 
month. 

Sec.  6.  Teachers  shall  not  allow  their  time  or  that  of 
their  pupils  to  be  occupied  in  school  hours  by  book  agents  or 
exhibition  men,  nor  shall  they  permit  the  circulation  through 
their  schools  of  hand  bills  or  notices  not  connected  with  school 
matters.  They  shall  remain  in  their  rooms  while  the  school 
is  in  session.  Visiting  each  other’s  rooms,  except  on  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  school,  which  cannot  be  postponed  without  detri¬ 
ment,  and  all  writing  and  reading  not  immediately  connected 
with  the  schools,  and  all  work  not  tending  directly  to  the  ad- 
vancement  of  their  pupils,  are  positively  forbidden. 

Sec,  7.  They  shall  not  dismiss  their  school  before  the 
regular  time  for  closing,  nor  absent  themselves  therefrom,  nor 
employ  a  substitute  without  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent, 
except  in  case  of  sudden  illness,  when  such  substitute  may  be 
employed,  or  the  room  dismissed  and  report  thereof  be  made 
immediately  to  the  Superintendent. 

Sec.  8.  Teachers  having  charge  of  any  school-room 
shall  read  to  their  pupils,  at  least  once  in  each  term,  the  rules 
relating  to  pupils. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  a  pupil  shall  give  evidence  of  ability 
to  advance  more  rapidly  than  the  class  to  which  he  belongs, 
the  teacher  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Superintendent,  who 
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will  attend  to  such  examination  and  promote  him  if  qualified. 
Whenever  a  pupil  shall  give  evidence  of  his  inability  to  do 
well  the  work  of  the  class  to  which  he  belongs,  the  teacher 
shall  report  the  case  to  the  Superintendent,  who  may  at  his 
discretion,  place  the  pupil  in  a  lower  class. 

Sec.  io.  When  a  pupil  has  been  persistent  in  acts  of 
disobedience,  or  fails  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Board,  a  notice  of  such  conduct  shall  be  sent  by  the  teacher  to 
the  parent  and  the  same  marked  in  the  register.  After  the 
third  such  notice  the  teacher  shall  fill  the  proper  blank  and 
send  to  the  Superintendent. 

Sec.  ii.  Whenever  a  teacher  has  reason  to  suspect  that 
a  pupil  has  any  contagious  disease  the  pupil  shall  be  immedi¬ 
ately  dismissed  from  school.  The  case  shall  be  at  once  report¬ 
ed  to  the  Superintendent  and  the  parent  shall  be  promptly  in¬ 
formed  of  the  cause  of  dismissal.  The  pupil  shall  not  be  re¬ 
ceived  back  into  school  without  the  permission  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  or  the  certificate  of  the  Health  Officer  that  the 
pupil  is  convalescent  and  in  no  danger  of  communicating  dis¬ 
ease.  Any  anticipated  danger  from  contagious  disease  shall 
be  promptly  reported  by  the  teachers. 

Sec.  12.  For  resistance  to  authority,  the  teacher  of  any 
department  may  suspend  a  pupil  from  school  until  the  case 
can  be  reported  to  the  Superintendent,  which  shall  be  done 
immediately. 

Sec.  13.  For  wilful  or  persistent  violation  of  rules, 
for  unfitness  or  incompetence,  the  Board  reserves  the  right  to 
dismiss  a  teacher  at  any  time. 

Sec.  14.  The  teachers  are  required  to  attend  promptly 
and  regularly  the  Teachers’  Meeting. 

Sec.  15.  Teachers  shall  use  the  utmost  care  to  promote 
the  health  and  comfort  of  their  pupils  and  especially  to  pro¬ 
tect  them  from  cold  and  exposure. 

Sec.  16.  They  shall  faithfully  carry  out  the  suggestions 
of  the  Superintendent  respecting  methods  of  instruction. 

PART  IV. -PUPILS— DUTIES  AND  PRIVILEGES. 

Sec.  1.  Pupils  are  expected  to  commence  their  attend¬ 
ance  promptly  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  are  required 
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to  be  regular  and  punctual  in  their  attendance;  to  conform  to 
all  the  regulations  of  the  school,  and  to  obey  promptly  all  di¬ 
rections  of  their  teacher;  to  observe  good  order  and  propriety 
of  deportment;  to  be  diligent  in  study,  respectful  to  teachers, 
kind  and  oblicfinsr  to  schoolmates;  to  refrain  entirely  from 
profane  or  improper  language,  and  to  be  clean  and  neat  in 
person  and  attire. 

Sec.  2.  Students  of  the  Primary  Grades  are  required  to 
attend  school  in  their  own  school  district,  except  when  permis¬ 
sion  to  attend  elsewhere  is  granted  by  the  Superintendent. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  entering  school,  pupils  must  enter  such  de¬ 
partment  and  pursue  such  studies  as  the  Superintendent  shall 
direct,  provide  themselves  with  such  books  and  apparatus  as 
are  used  by  their  class,  and  sit  in  such  seats  as  the  teacher 
shall  assign  them. 

Sec.  4.  No  pupil  preparing  his  or  her  lesson  in  school 
shall  he  allowed  to  depart  before  the  usual  time  of  closing,  ex¬ 
cept  by  special  written  request  of  parent  or  guardian,  or  on 
account  of  sickness;  and  any  pupils  permitted  to  prepare  their 
lessons  out  of  school  shall  enter  at  the  opening  of  the  session, 
and  leave  at  the  close  of  their  recitations.  Exception. — No 
pupil,  without  permission  of  the  Board,  shall  be  excused  for 
music,  painting,  or  other  similar  reasons. 

Sec.  5.  Any  pupil  who  shall  absent  himself  from  any 
examination  of  the  class  to  which  he  belongs,  without  permis¬ 
sion  from  the  teacher,  or  who  fails  to  render  a  sufficient  excuse 
for  such  absence,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  return  to  the  school, 
or  enter  any  other  school  in  the  city  without  the  consent  of 
the  Superintendent. 

Sec.  6.  Sickness  of  the  pupil,  severe  illness  in  the  fam¬ 
ily  or  other  urgent  reason,  rendering  attendance  at  home  nec¬ 
essary,  shall  be  considered  the  only  legitimate  excuse  for  tar¬ 
diness,  or  absence  from  school;  and  the  teacher  may  require 
in  all  cases  that  the  necessity  of  tardiness  or  absence  be  certified 
to  by  the  parent  or  guardian  in  person  or  in  writing;  the  ex¬ 
cuse,  to  be  valid,  must  be  rendered  as  soon  as  the  day  follow¬ 
ing  the  tardiness,  or  the  return  of  the  absent  pupil.  When 
an  unavoidable  absence  can  be  anticipated  it  should,  if  possi¬ 
ble,  be  excused  beforehand.

Sec.  7.  Every  pupil  in  the  High  school  who  shall  be  ab¬ 
sent  four  half  days  and  in  the  Grammar  school  who  shall  be 
absent  six  half  days,  and  in  the  Primary  departments  who 
shall  be  absent  eight  half  days,  in  six  consecutive  weeks,  with¬ 
out  a  satisfactory  excuse  from  the  parent  or  guardian,  shall 
forfeit  his  or  her  seat  in  school.  Pupils  thus  suspended  shall 
not  be  restored  to  the  school  until  the  parent  or  guardian  shall 
satisfy  the  Superintendent  that  said  pupils  will  be  punctual  in 
the  future  and  obtain  from  him  written  permission  to  return. 

Sec.  8.  Any  pupil  who  is  guilty  of  open  disobedience  or 
insubordination,  or  whose  general  conduct  is  injurious  shall  be 
reported  by  the  teacher  to  his  parent  or  guardian  and  to  the 
Superintendent.  The  Superintendent  shall  examine  the  case 
without  delay  and  if  he  deem  it  advisable  may  suspend  the 
pupil  temporarily  and  report  his  action  to  the  Board. 

Sec.  9.  Pupils  are  expected  to  walk  quietly  and  in  sin¬ 
gle  files  through  the  halls,  up  and  down  stairs,  and  not  to  re¬ 
main  in  the  halls  or  stairways  at  any  time  when  the  school 
rooms  are  open.  To  make  no  loud  noise  in  any  part  of  the 
buildup  at  anv  time:  not  to  converse  in  the  halls  or  stairways 
at  any  time,  and  not  to  go,  at  any  time,  into  rooms  belonging 
to  other  departments,  without  permission  from  a  teacher. 

Sec.  10.  Pupils  are  expected  to  go  to  and  from  school 
in  a  cpiiet  and  orderly  manner,  and  not  to  be  guilty  of  any  rude 
or  boisterous  conduct  while  on  the  way,  to  use  or  write  no  pro¬ 
fane  or  unchaste  words  on  or  about  the  school  premises,  nor 
to  draw  any  obscene  pictures  or  representations;  not  to  have  in 
possession  any  kind  of  fire-arms  or  gun-powder,  nor  have  or 
use  any  intoxicating  drinks,  nor  use  tobacco  in  any  form  on 
or  about  the  school  premises.  Any  pupil  guilty  of  such  of¬ 
fenses  shall  be  liable  to  suspension  or  expulsion  from  the 
schools. 

Sec.  11.  Any  pupil  who  shall  be  guilty  of  defacing  or 
injuring  any  of  the  school  property  whatever,  shall  pay  in  full 
for  all  damages,  in  default  of  which  he  shall  be  suspended 
from  school  and  be  re-admitted  only  by  permission  of  the 
Board.  The  damage  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Superintendent, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Director. 

Sec.  12.  In  all  cases  of  suspension  or  expulsion  from 
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school,  the  parent  or  guardian  shall  be  immediately  notified 
personally  or  by  written  note,  of  such  suspension  or  expulsion 
and  of  the  cause  of  the  same. 

Sec.  13.  Pupils  shall  not  go  from  one  school  to  another 
without  permission  from  the  Superintendent. 

Sec.  14.  No  pupil  shall  be  permitted  in  school  who  is- 
afflicted  with  or  has  been  exposed  to  any  contagious  disease, 
until  such  time  as  all  danger  therefrom  be  past. 

Sec.  15.  All  pupils  who  fail  to  be  in  their  seats  at  the 
opening  of  either  the  forenoon  or  afternoon  session  of  school, 
shall  be  marked  tardy,  and  two  unexcused  tardy  marks  shall 
be  deemed  equivalent  to  one-half  day’s  absense  under  a  pre¬ 
ceding  rule. 

Sec.  16.  Each  class  shall  have  its  regular  course  of 
study  for  each  term  prescribed  by  the  Board,  which  each  resi¬ 
dent  member  of  the  class  shall  be  required  to  pursue,  except 
that  the  Superintendent  may,  if  he  deem  it  necessary  or  proper 
on  a  personal  application  by  parent  or  guardian,  excuse  a  pu¬ 
pil  from  a  study  or  studies  for  a  time;  all  the  studies  of  the 
course,  however,  are  to  be  completed  before  the  pupil  grad¬ 
uates. 

Sec.  17.  Text-books  may  be  furnished  by  the  Superin-  • 
tendent,  at  the  public  expense,  [Mich.  School  Lawr,  p.  1S9, 
§57]  f°r  the  use  of  children  whose  parents  are  unable  to  pro¬ 
vide  them.  Such  books  shall  be  labeled  as  school  property, 
and  the  teacher  shall  enter  their  number  and  title  in  the  school 
register,  in  connection  with  the  name  of  the  scholar  to  whom 
lent,  and  the  name  of  the  parent  or  guardian. 

Sec.  18.  No  public  presentation  of  a  gift  or  other  testi¬ 
monial  shall  be  made  to  any  teacher  by  pupils  in  school. 

Sec.  19.  Classes  in  the  First  Primary  Department  shall 
be  formed  only  at  the  beginning  of  Spring  and  Fall  Terms 
and  no  pupil  who  cannot  enter  in  a  class  already  formed,  shall 
be  admitted  to  these  classes  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  the 
term  without  special  consent  of  the  Superintendent. 

Sec.  20.  In  case  the  uncleanliness  of  either  person  or 
dress  unfits  a  pupil  for  the  school,  he  shall  be  sent  home  to 
be  properly  prepared  for  the  school  room. 
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Sec.  21.  These  and  other  special  rules  that  may  be  an¬ 
nounced  from  time  to  time  by  the  Superintendent  or  Teach¬ 
ers,  must  be  carefully  obeyed,  and  any  pupil  who  repeatedly 
violates  them  will  not  be  allowed  the  privileges  of  the  public 
schools  of  the  city. 


PART  V.-DUTIES  OF  JANITORS. 

ist.  To  build  and  keep  up  fires  so  that  all  the  school 
rooms  will  be  comfortable  during  school  hours. 

2d.  To  keep  up  slow  fires  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays, 
so  that  rooms  will  not  become  chilled  and  can  be  readily 
warmed  on  Monday  morning. 

3d.  To  keep  all  rooms  securely  locked  except  during 
school  hours,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Superintendent. 

4th.  To  sweep  daily,  at  the  close  of  school,  all  the  rooms, 
halls,  stairways,  steps,  etc.,  in  use  by  the  schools  and  to  re¬ 
move,  upon  the  following  morning,  the  dust  from  all  the 
school  furniture. 

5th.  To  wash  the  floors  of  the  rooms,  halls,  and  stair- 
wavs  once  each  six  weeks,  and  those  of  the  halls  and  rostrums 
oftener  if  directed  by  the  Superintendent.  All  windows  shall 
be  washed  once  during  the  Spring  and  Fall  of  each  year. 

6th.  To  keep  ink  wells  supplied. 

7th.  To  ring  the  school  bell  at  the  proper  time.  Wind 
clocks,  repair  locks,  latches,  hinges,  fences,  gates,  etc.  To 
preserve  all  school  property  from  damage  or  loss. 

8th.  To  examine  daily  into  the  condition  of  the  out¬ 
buildings,  sidewalks  and  fences  and  keep  the  same  in  good 
condition  and  to  report  to  the  Superintendent  any  needed  re¬ 
pairs  or  serious  injury  done  to  any  school  propertv. 

9th.  To  keep  all  walks  in  and  about  school  premises 
shoveled  clean  of  snow. 

10th.  To  take  charge  of  school  rooms  during  the  noon 
recess  under  direction  of  Superintendent. 

nth.  To  carry  out  directions  of  Diretor  and  Superin¬ 
tendent  in  regard  to  schoolrooms  and  school  property  and  the 
management  of  furnaces,  stoves  and  fires  or  the  discharge  of 
any  other  duty  as  janitor. 
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SUGGESTIONS  "TO  TEACHERS. 


1.  The  name  of  the  school,  time  of  the  beginning  and 
ending  of  the  school  term,  and  the  name  of  the  teacher  in 
charge  of  the  room,  should  be  plainly  written  near  the  middle 
of  the  first  page  of  the  register. 

2.  The  blank  space  at  the  top  of  each  page  of  the  regis¬ 
ter  should  be  filled  with  the  date  and  name  of  the  school  as 
fast  as  the  pages  are  used. 

3.  The  name  of  the  teacher  should  be  enrolled  at  the 
top  of  the  page. 

4.  The  real  name  of  the  pupil  should  be  in  all  cases  the 
one  enrolled  in  the  register. 

5.  After  the  first  week  of  the  school  year,  the  attend¬ 
ance,  which  may  then  be  c  opied  into  the  register,  should  be 

marked  each  day- 

%/ 

6.  Care  should  be  taken  to  leave  sufficient  room  for  the 
enrollment,  in  alphabetical  order,  of  all  pupils  who  may  enter 
the  school  during  the  year. 

7.  The. left  hand  column  of  the  register  is  designed  for 
the  names  and  residences  of  parents,  the  latter  of  which 
should  be  accurately  ascertained  at  the  beginning  of  each 
school  year. 

S.  Teachers  should  record  each  day  their  own  attend¬ 
ance  and  tardiness;  they  should  be  present  at  the  school-build¬ 
ing  thirty  or  fifteen  minutes  before  the  opening  of  school,  as 
the  Superintendent  and  Principal  may  deem  necessary. 

9.  Teachers  should  not  leave  the  school-building  until 
the  work  upon  the  register,  and  the  monthly  summary  and 
all  other  duties  of  the  day  are  perfected. 

10.  Whenever  a  pupil  leaves  the  school  permanently,  the 
reason  for  such  leaving,  and,  if  transferred,  the  school  to 
which' he  is  accredited,  should  be  noted  opposite  the  name  on 
the  register." 
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11.  It  should  be  ascertained,  whenever  a  pupil  enters  a 
school,  whether  he  has,  since  the  beginning  of  the  school  year, 
attended  any  other  school  or  schools  within  the  city;  if  so,  his 
entrance  ticket  and  the  number  of  half  days  he  has  attended 
such  other  school  should  be  obtained  from  his  former  teacher 
and  a  record  of  the  same  made  upon  the  register. 

12.  All  papers  sent  bv  teachers  to  the  Superintendent  or 
parents  should  be  dated,  and  should  bear  the  name  of  the 
teacher. 

13.  Whenever  a  pupil  leaves  the  school  permanently, 
either  with  or  without  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  parent, 
and  the  cause  does  not  seem  to  the  teacher  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary,  the  case  should  be  at  once  referred  to  the  Superintend¬ 
ent,  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  parent. 

14.  Teachers  should  hold  themselves  aloof  from  the  use 
of  all  hasty  lemarks  in  the  presence  of  pupils  which  may  not 
be  repeated  at  any  time  in  the  presence  of  others. 

15.  Throu  gh  the  pupils  the  parents  should  learn  that  at 
any  time  they  will  be  welcome  in  the  school  room,  and  if  any 
are  known  to  be  dissatisfied  with  the  school  in  any  respect, 
visits  from  such  will  generally  result  in  removing  the  disaf¬ 
fection. 

16.  Messengers  should  not  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent  during  school  hours  except  for  urgent  reasons. 

17.  Pupils  should  be  taught  orderly  habits  in  all  things 
pertaining  to  school  work,  and  orderly  habits  on  the  part  of 
the  teacher  will  more  quickly  and  surely  secure  this  result.
